to beware of their Leuen, that is, ot᷑ they:

The Apoſtles were commannded to go in 

to all the woꝛlde, and to teache all nations, 

Mat.

tie ouer them to comaunde them, epther ta 
be vſed, oꝛ not to be vſed. In refuſing theres 
foze,to vſe them at the comaundement of þ 
Pzince.ye do not onelp reſiſt the ozdinaun- 
ce of G pour ſelues, but pe doe alſo fall 
into that incouentence, which pe woulde fa 
faine ſeeme to be moſte afrayde of, That is, 
pe be made ſtumbling ſtockes to the ſimple 
Subiects, who ſeeing pour diſobedience, are 
encouraged to think, that it is none oſten⸗ 
ce at all to diſobey a Pꝛince. And ſo ſeming 
to flye from the gulffe, pe are fallen vpon 
the moſt daungerous Kockes, 

To this we muſte aunſwere thus: The 
things that we doe refuſe, are ſurh as God 
neyther hath comaunded noꝛ fozbidden, o⸗ 
therwiſe than in the vſe and abuſe of them. 
And therefoꝛe, Pꝛintes haue no auctozitie 
either to comaunde oz fozbidde them other- 
wiſe than ſo . Foz this is the power, that 
Gad hath gyuen to Pzinces ,To ſee his ca- 


maundements executed, to puniſhe *

Gut this ſubs 
tection is not to doe at the Pꝛintes com- 
maundement, whatſocuer the Pzince Hall 
fo? pleaſure commannde:but humbly to ſuf 
fer at thePzinces hande ſuche puniſhemens 
tes as the lawes (whereof the P:ince hath 
the execution) doe appoynt vs to (ſuffer fox 
the tranſgreſſion therof, 
And if the Pꝛinte ſhall take in hande ta 
1 tommaunde vs to doe anye of thoſe things 
e bddes which God hath not commaunded, in ſuch 
d limits ſoꝛt that we maye not leaue them vndone, 
true o- unleſſe we mil therby runne into the penal⸗ 
lience. tie of the lam ( wht᷑ me ſhal ſee that in doing 
© therof, we can net edifie but deſt roye) we 
muſte then refuſe to doe the thing comauns 
ded by the Pzince, and YHumialp ſuumit our 
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the Popes Attyre. 
ſelues to ſuffer the penaltie,but in any cafe 
not conſent to enfringe the Chziſtian libers 
tye, wich is to vfc things indiſtetent, to edi⸗ 
fication and not to deſtruction, 

And if the Pzince hall fozbidde any of 
thoſe things to be done which in thetr ows 
ne nature be indifferent, ſo that when we 
tall ſee that the leauing of them vndone, 
hall deſtroye oz not editie, then mape not 
we leaue them vndone, but doe them to the 
edification of the Church, and ſubmitt our 
ſelues lowely to ſuffer at the handes of the 
Pꝛince, the execution of that penalty that 
the law doth appoint foz doing, that thing 
which the Pzince ſhall in ſuche caſe fozbids 
de to be done. 
And this is not to giue example of diſobe 

dience(as it is befoze obiected)but by exam 
ple to teache true obediente both to God « 
Alſo to man. Firſt we obep God, in that, 
both in doing andleauing vndone, we ſee- 
ke the edification of his Churth. And then 
we obey man, in that we doe humblye ſub- 
mit out ſelues to ſuffer at mans hande, 
what ſoeuer puniſhments mans lawes doe 
appoint foz cur doing oꝛ refuſing to doe at 
mans commaundement. 

Conſidering therfoze,that at thistyme,by 
the admitting of the outwarde apparel and 

miniſtring garmentcs of the popes om 
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betty doth ſtand, 


Thev nfolding of 
not onely the Chziſtian liberty chomde be 
manifeſtiy enfringed , but the whole feli- 
gion of Ch:ift allo, line to be bzought to be 
eſteemed, no other thinge, than the pleaſu- 
re of P:inces: we haue thought it our due- 
tye ( being Miniſters of gods wozde, and 
Sacraments)vtterly to refuſe to ſhewe our 
cofirmity in receyuing of thoſe things that 
now are v:ged and enfozced , and yett wil⸗ 
ling to ſubmit our ſelues to ſuffet whatſos 
ener puniſhment the Lawes doe appoint in 
this caſe. And ſo to teache by our example, 
true obedience both to God and man, and

Deinde etiam, de puritate purißſima, 
C doctrinæ & rituum. [Where as pe wꝛite uns 
to me concerning p puritpe of Leremonies, 
ye ſhall vnderſtande, that no ſtraunger is 
here called to councell in thoſe matters. 
Notwithſtanding. when occaſion doth ſer⸗ 
ue vs, we are not lack in doing our dutie, 
both by w2teing and wozde. And eſpecially, 
that the prople of Chziſt maye be pꝛouided 
of true Shepherds, and then alſo,that both 
Doctrine and ceremonies, maye be bꝛought 
to moſt perfect puritie. Ind in the ſame E- 
piſtle he ſayth: Sunt qui humaniſßima ſapien- 
tia, & euaneſcentibus cogit ationibus, velint fer- 
mento Antichriſti conglutmare Deum & Belial. 
There be ſome, which by moſt woꝛdly wile⸗ 
dome a vaine deuiſes, would with the leuen 
of Antichꝛiſt glewe togither God g Belial. 
Here is the iudgement of Gucer, concer- 
ninge the retapning of Ceremonies plai⸗ 
nelye fet foꝛth, ſpeaking expꝛeſſelye of this 
Churche of Englande. 

And Peter Martyz, whoſe iudgement 
hath in this matter bene oftentimes aſked, 
dothe moze than once in his wzitinges call 
them Reiiquias Amorræorum, leauings o; rem 
naunts of the Amozites.

nd abho of God had ef the Popiche garmentes at 
Ininable. the tyme of his death. Albeit in the dapes 
f h of Lung Edwarde, he did ſtautely maintap⸗ 
A! ne them againſt bichop oper. | 
{| Biſhop Gtſhop luell in his teplye to D. Harding 
1. Iuell. in the. 442. page agaiuſt the beaking of the 
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the Popes Attyre. 
Sactament, hath theſc wozdes : Verilye in 
the houſe ot God, that thing is hurttull, that 
doth no good. All the Ceremonies of the 
Church ought to be cleare and liuelye, and as 
ble to edific. Þf theſe thinges now in con- 
troucrſte can be pꝛoued ſuch, then will we 


not refuſe them. wut in caſe they want all 
theſe pꝛopetties (as vndeubredly thep doe) 
then by this mans iudgement we map well 
rciect them. 

Bhat ſhall happen to vs, yf we ſhall 
| now receyue them, ſhall be plaine ynough 
to them that will but waighe theſe fewe li- 
nes afoze wzitten? It ſhall happen vnto vs, 


as it ſhould hauc happened unto Moſes if 

he would haue conſented to bing the He- 
bꝛues back againe into Egipt, atter he had 
b:ought them out of that lande, g thzough 
the read Sea. 

We haue by doctrine bꝛought many out 
of the d omiche Nauerie vt Idol ſetuice, and 
nowe by example we haue begonne to ga 
befoze them, in putter aboliſhing ot all tho⸗ 
ſe chaines of darkeneſſe, wherewith they. 
and we haue bene long tymt holden in mi⸗ 
ſerable captwitpe : and were it meete, that 
we ſhoulde now a freſhe binde our ſelues C 
them with the ſame chaines:

Me haue taught that the popiche maſſe 
is Y dolatrie, that all the popes holy creas 
tutes, as his waxc, his aſhes, his palme, his 
fyꝛe, his holywater, g other his holy things 
made holy by his coniutations, are deroga⸗ 
tions to Chꝛiſtes glozp, a therefoze to be re- 
fuſed of all Chziſtians:and ſhall it not be as 
mecte toꝛ vs now to flye in ly he maner from

fect Chziſtian will not weepe in hys heart

And ſhall not the bloude of all theſe be re- 


quired at our hands: hal not we once hea- 
re that hozrible ſaying that Chꝛiſt ſhal once 
pꝛonounte againſt ſuche as we ſhould heres 


in ſhewe oure felucs to be: Toke ſeruum ne- 


quam. & c. Take vp that naughty laue, bin⸗ 
de hym hande and foote, and caſt hym into 
vtter darkeneſſe: there ſhal be weeping and 
wapling,and gnathing of teeth. 


Fearing therefoze to loſe our ſclues with 


the loſſe of ſo many ſoules, beſides eur ſel- 


ues: we haue choſen tather to venture the 


loſſe of woꝛldely tommoditie, than ta ha⸗ 
zarde that which no earthlye treaſure can 


bye, Truſting that our Pzince and all other 


in aucto:itie will fauour our iuſt cauſe,and 
not miſlike with vs, bycauſe we feare god 
moze than man, and are moze loth to loſe 


the heauenly Kingdome,than earthly com- 


moditie. 
oe © hope that all wile men doe ſee, what 


| 
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marke the earneſt ſoliciters of this matter 
do ſhoot at. They arc not, neyther were at 
anye tyme Pꝛoteſtantes: but when tyme 
woulde ſerue them, they were blondy perſe⸗ 
cuters, 7 ſynte tyme fayled them, they haue 
bozne back as much as lay in them. Shall 
we think then, that ſuch do ſecke the aduaũ 
' cement of gods gloꝛye, in the ſetting fozth 
of his true religion? no, no. Theyꝛ purpoſe 
is, in vs ſielly wzetches)to deface the gloꝛi⸗ 
ous goſpell of Cheſt Jeſus, whiche thing 
they ſhall neuer be able to bꝛing to paſſe. 
Po thoughe we, lyke cowardes ſhoulde 
runne from our Captayne, and yelde our 
weapons into the handes of oure enimpes: 
pea thoughe we ſhoulde (lyke traitours) 
tourne our pikes againſt him yet wil he ha⸗ 
ue the victozie . Foz he hath the heartes of 
his enimies in his hande, can cauſe them 
to take his part, and to vſe vs as traptours 
ſhoulde be vſed. 

Gur goodes,our bodyes, and our lyues, we 
do with al humble ſubmiſſion pyelde into 
hands of gods officers vpon earth:but our 
conſcience we keepe vnſpotted in the ſight 
of him that Call iudge al men. Deſiring no 
thing, but that it may be free foꝛ vs by doc-
